Organized crime makes money 
from labor unions in a variety of 
ways, according to prosecutors and 
labor experts. One of the most com- 
mon methods labor racketeers and 
dishonest business executives use is 
the sweetheart contract — a^ form^ 
labor-management collusion in which 
the employer pays the union renre- 
sentative to sell labor for less .than 
the market rate. 

For example, organized crime ex- 
perts have said that sweetheart con- 
tracts are prevalent in the Garment 
Center — especially in those situa- 
tions where fabric is trucked fi^)m 
Manhattan to finishers who work in 
nommion shops controlled by orga- 
nized crime figures in Pennsylvania. 

A federal recording device placed 
in Castellano's Staten Island home 
disclosed that on March 24, 1983, 
Castellano and several asswiates 
said they wanted to maintain the 
Gambino family’s control 'of Team- 
sters Local 282, which represents 
drivers whose trucks carry concrete

Missing and Presumed Dead 

Authorities believe porn figure was slain for crossing the mob 


By Walter Fee and Stere Wick ' 

New York — About 1:30 on the afternoon of June 
5, .Hobert DiBemardo left his offtce on Lafayette 
Street in lower Manhattan, walked to his 1986 Mer- 
<^es and was never seen again. He missed a 4 pun. 
appointment with a ftiend, and he left members of 
his family waiting at his waterfront home in Hew* 
lett Harbor for a dinner engagement he would never 
make. 

No ordinary businessman with a home in subur- 
bia, DiBemardo managed what federal prosecutors 
in Miami said was a huge nationwide pornography 
business that grossed millions of dollars p^dling 
hardcore hits of the trade — films such as "Ilie Oth- 
er Side of Aspen.” “Real, real gritty stuff,” one pros- 
ecutor said. “Even defense lawyers described Uie 
stuff as disgusting.” 

On the day he disappeared, DiBemardo, 49, was 
facing imprisonment on a 1981 conviction of conspir- 
acy to distribute pornography fiom his Lafayette 
Street porno business, Star Distributors Ltd. A 
,month earlier, on May 5, a last-ditch effort before the 
U.S. Supreme Court to void the conviction had failed, 
and a prosecutor in Miami had informed DiBemardo 
that she wanted him remanded to prison pending a 
hearing on a request for a new trial. 

Somewhere along the road from lower Manhat- 
tan to Hewlett Harbor, DiBemardo called a girl- 
friend from the phone in his Mercedes. Then he dis- 
appeared. Not even his car has been found. 

The investigation ofDiBemardo^s disappearance 
has included a review of his alleged role in the Gam- 
bino crime family, and, authorities say, shows the 
dangers even well-connected members face when 
they misplay their hands. 

Federal authorities think DiBemardo is dead — 
murdered by the mob for transgressing, in one way or 
another, the Cosa Nostra’s code of go^ conduct. IBs 
relatives apparently also think he’s dead. But Nassau 
police say Uiat without a body, he’s just anoffier miss- 
ing person. As such, he’s not officially dead. The re- 
sult, as with many underworld associates who have 
vani^ed in the past, is that his family and business 
associates are left in a form of legal limbo. 

La^ month, papers were filed in Surrogate’s 
Court in Mineola seekingto give DiBemardo’s famil y 
control over his business empire. In papers, rela- 
tives strongly suggest that DiBemardo may have 
been murdered. A similar view had been voiced in 
Brooklyn federal courtUast June by ^istant U.S. 
Attorney Douglas Grover. He said mo^nibrmants 
had told the FBI that J ohn Gott i and Angelo Ruggie ro 
were behind the murderAtiotti is toaay tne reputed 
head of the Gambino crime family; Ruggiero, who is 
to stand trial this fall on h'^roin-trafficking marges, 
to described by authorities as a soldier in the i^iily.

Bemardo vanished to duck his impending prison 
term. All think he has been murdered. Several 
motives for the supposed killing have been sug- 
gested, all dealing with what they say was his 
role as a &ptain in the Gambino crime family. 

A law-enforcement source with knowledge of 
Gambino fam^^ activities says Di Bernardo rose in 
stature after the murder last December of reput^ 
family boss Pau^Castellano in front of a midtown 
Manhattan fiUiUl^ffTxse, which prosecutors have 
said was engineer^ by Gotti and Ruggiero. 

The source said^^tti promoted DiBemardo 
after the killing; then the two had a falling out. 
According to^ the sour^, Gotti believed DiBer- 
nardo had mishandled money obtained from the 
famij/s lucrative constrnction rackets. Also, ac- 
cording to the source, two family informants have 
told the FBI that Gotti beli^^ Di^maitw^d 
become an informant. Gotti's attorney, BruceCu t- 
Jer, did not return a telephone cdl from a reporter. 

"Going to prison is a bad time for mobster^ 
said another law-enforcement official. "Their ri\ 
vals ^ink they might talk. But as far as Iknow,% 
he [DiBemardo] wasn’t talking to anyone.” 

‘Federal officials in Miami would not rule out 
that DiBemardo had become an informant. "I 
can’t comment on any of that,” Cohen said. 

According to federal law-enforcement officials 
and court records, DiBemardo was a weekly visi- 
tor in 1983 to Castellano’s Staten Island home, 
where high-level meetings were held in a room 
off the kitchen in which the FBI had planted a 
listening device. While DiBemardo carried on 
the appearance of being a close associate of Cas- 
tellano, the two informants have told the FBI 
that Gotti and Ruggiero believed that DiBer- 
nardo was "playing both sides” in a bitter dispute 
within the family over Castellano’s edict barring 
family members ^m dealing in drugs. DiBer- 
nardo, says the source, would "tell Angelo [Rug- 
giero] one thing, Paul the other ... I Qiink that 
caught up with him.” 

In 1981, when he was arrested as part of the 
FBFs MIPORN, or Miami Pom, investigation, Di- 
Beraardo was identified as an imderlwss of the 
small DeCavalcante crime family in New Jersey. 
And his Star Distributors was described by au- 
thorities as the largest wholesaler of pornography 
on the East Coast. At DiBemardo’s trial, the jury 
watched eight e^^licit films such as "The Other 
Side of Aspen,” with the defense adopting the nov- 
el approach that the films were so disgusting that 
they could not appeal to anyone’s prurient interest 
and therefore were not obscene. 

Two years later, when DiBemardo was aen- 
tenced to 5 years in poson on the Miami charges, 
prosecutors characteriW him as a captain in the 
Gambino crime family and said proceeds of his 
porno business w^t into the crime-family coffers. 

In the recent hfineola court action, DiBemar- 
do’s daughter, LoriKunen of Valley Stream, said 
that her father's disappearance probably resulted 
from foul play. She asked that the family be al- 
lowed to take money froi^arious bank accounts 
I to manage his extensive^real-estate holdings. 

' Itelati ves also are ^king the right to sell proper- 

ties and to have Hmhstein and another business 
associate, Nathan Gramma , oversee DiBeraar- 
do’s "various business vratures.” Law-enforce- 
ment agencies have de^ribed Gramma as an offi- 
cer of Star Distributors^ 

While Nassau police Mlieve DiBemardo was 
murdered by members of*the Gambino family, 
Det. Sgt. Eugene Flamm, commander of the miss- 
ing persons squad, says he has no evidence that 
would substantiate it. 

Flamm says associates have pictured DiBer- 
nardo as a businessman well-lik^ by neighbors. 
"He was a Little League coach, very popular . . . 
Apparently he hacUwo very distinct lives. It’s all 
very odd.” 7\ 

Odd, and very distm^ing to some of DiBemar- 
do’s associates. Ralph Bchwarz. one of DiBe'mar - 
d o*fi longtime New_ i orWawyers . believes his 
friend’s deeply ingrained Imbits — leaving the 
office at the same time, getting home at the same 
time, never meeting with peo^ile with whom he 
was not already friendly — poinf toward foul play. 

"He was. very, very punctualj^ery reliable,” 
Schwarz says. "And he was a terrific guy, 
straightforward, honest, very fair with every- 
body. He knew how to run things. He was an 
honest businessn^. He was. But, no, he -didn'jt 
leave tovmbecauM of ffie^stess.” .

SUMMARY .OF THE 1986 REPORT BY THE ATTORNEY GENERAL'S ‘COMMISSION ON 
PORNOGRAPHY ; 

Ths Attorney General's Coininission on Pornography was es- 
tablished pursuant to the Federal Advisory ^.Qoiranittee Act on 2/22/85, 
by Attorney General WILLIAM FRENCH SMITH, as requested by President . 
RONALD REAGAN. On 5/20/85, Attorney General EDWIN MEESE, III publicly 
announced formation of the Commission and the names of its eleven 
members, all of whom served for the duration of the Commission's 
existence. 

• 

The Commission's mandate was broad. It was asked to "deter- 
mine the nature, extent, and impact on society of pornography in the 
United States, and to make specific recommendations to the Attorney 
General concerning more effective ways in which the spread of porno- 
graphy could be contained, consistent with Constitutional guarantees. 
Because it was a Commission appointed by the Attorney General, issues 
relating to the law. and law enforcement occupied a significant part 
of its work and report. 

The Commission considered a wide range of evidence and deter- 
mined that violent pornography is harmful. While Commission m^bers 
were unable to agree about the extent of harm which is caused _ by _ other 
sexually explicit material and depictions of nudity , the Commission 
expressed strong concern about the impact of these materials on 
children. Child pornography is a special horror since it represents 
the actual abuse of children and is used to seduce other children. 

The Role of Organized Crime - The evidence reviewed by the 
Commission indicates that there is a connection between the pornography 
industry and organized crime. While the lack of investigative . 
sources made it impossible to investigate this matter directly, 
was sufficient evidence presented for the Commission to conclude that 
which a connection exists. 


An example of evidence establishing the connection between 
Organized Crime and the pornography industry is the stat^ent to the 
Commission by Chief DARYL F. GATES of the Los Angeles Police Depart- 
ment. According to GATES, "Organized Crime infiltrated the pornography 
industry in Los Angeles in 1969 due to its lucrative financial benefits. 
By 1975, Organized Crime controlled eighty percent of the industry and 
it is estimated that this figure is between eighty-five to ninety per- 
cent today." 

Because of this and other testimony, the Commission said 
that the following 1978 findings by the FBI "remain essentially correct : 

"In conclusion, organized crime involvement in pornography... 
is indeed significant, and there is an obvious national control directly 
and indirectly by organized crime figures of that industry in the United 
States. Few pornographers can operate in the United States independently 
without some involvement with organized crime. Only through a well 
r.onrdinated all out national effort , from the investigative and prosecu- 
tive forces can we ever hope to stem the tide of pornography. More

’ Two* hitmen* oiTHTed 'motorcycle ' 
gunned down the eon of a dead mobker 
yesterday as he sat behind the wheel of 
his parked limousine in Greenwich Vil> 
lage. Law enforcement sources blamed 
the execution on a mob war to control 
pornography and narcotics. 

Gregoiy De Curtis^ 29, was hit by at 
least three of five shots. The shots, fired 
from a revolver, shattered the of 
the window on the driver's side of his 
stretch Cadillac. De Curtis was sitting 
across the street from his apartment 
and .facing the Roman Catholic gram- 
mar school he once attended. 

He~was engrossed in conversation 
with a man who sat beside him, when 
the gunman opened fire at 8 a.m..The hit 
team, their faces shielded by black, vi- 
sored helmets, then drove off.into the 
morning traffic and escaped, police said. 

Police said that the gunman rode up 
to the limousine on a red Yamaha mo- 
tonycle driven by a second man. He got 
off the motorcycle and fired five shots, 
striking De Curtis atTeast three times, 
then remounted the cycle and escaped. 

Sources said that De Curtis, who had 
no criminal record in New York, was a 
target of an organized-crime probe in 
New Jersey and may have hem set up 
for the hit'in front of 252 BleeckerSt. by 
the man who sat beside Mm. The un- 
identified man was uninjured in the at- 
tack and was being questioned. 

In recent months several men tied to 
the pornography industry and New Jer- 
sey's DeCavalcanie organized-crime 
family have been slain in what law en-, 
forcement sources said appears to be a 
house-cleanine by rej^i^ Gambino 
family boss Jghn Giro . In January, 
Vin cent Jes^rruoiun i^. a labor orga- 
nizer aiyrrepuied imderboes for the 
New Jereey family was slain. 

Detectives were investigating wheth- 
er yesterday’s murder was connected to 
a pornography and gay-bar empire po- 
lice say run by De Cuiits' father, 
Ettore De Curtis, a Gambino soldier.
